Fails to Reach Verdict in New 


York Espionage

NEW .YORK — After deliberating 


fifty-Jour hours, and .failifigxto-:reach 
a verdict'the .iury, -which---heard 'the 
ease of Jeremiah A. O'Leary, charg-

the court. The jury reported that it 
had acquitted O'Lcary, former editor 
of the anti-British magazine Bull, of 
four of the remaining counts, but 
had been unable to agree on the last.

It must;'be.confessed'that, if we-assume, as 


Judge Hoimesi-does, -that- the- Constitution is 
not intended to-protect .'free speech in war 
time,, except.,when tho speaker agrees with 
the .policy .of..the" government, Judge Holmes' 
logic seems sound enough. He states it differ- 
ently, but it amounts to this: Obstructing en^ 
listment'is a .crime under'the Espionage act. 
A speech'that opposes or denounces the war 
tends, td'make the war unpopular and, there- 
fore, .obstructs enlistment. A man who makes 
such a speech against war must bo aware that 
he is thereby making the war unpopular and, 
therefore, obstructs enlistment. 
Therefore, 


Eugene Debs, having made a speech opposing 
war, 
is rightly convicted of wilfully violating 


the enlistment section of the Espionage act, 
and must, like a dangerous wild animal, be 
shut in a stone cell until death or executive 
clemency releases him. 


But.it will be said that the Supreme Court 


could not do otherwise than sustain Debs' con- 
viction, because in doing so it merely followed 
the law. This, howe'vcr, is the 
opposite- of 


true,-for decisions on the first amendment of 
the. Constitution run just the other way. Of 
course, we know the Supreme Court, or any 
other court, can find respectable precedents 
pointing in either direction in' almost any case. 
But, in the case of free speech, the precedents 
arc overwhelmingly ngain'st the court's decis- 
ion, and it would have^been much.easier and 
pleasanter, all other things being, equal, for 
the justices to have decided that Debs was im- 
properly convicted. 
. And here it is pertinent to say. that, though 
the judges of tho Supreme. Court-are prona to 
give the impression that ,precedents, decide 
cases, rather than the court's own opinion as 
to what is necessary for the protection of so- 
ciety, very .few of the really important cases 
have ever' been decided by the Supreme "Court 
on the basis of what is the law. For the law is 
so large- and flexible that it is bent into any. 
shape.the Judges find requisite; And so, in-this 
•Debs case, the real question decided by the 
justices was, not Jhat Debs was properly tried, 
but that society would be safer.if Debs were . 
prevented from talking any more. 


- " 
Revives Old Doctrine. 


T 


HE Supremo Court In the Debs case is un- 
fortunate in reviving, in effect', the old 
doctrine of 
constructive ' crimes, under 


which-'Judge1 Jeffries sent Sir Philip Sidney to 
tha. Tower of ''London.- Judge Holmes very 
suavely .argues, that,1 although Debs' main ob- 


, Jeat was to set forth his social creed and op- 


jsoist war in general, h« had an "incidental" ob- 
ject of obstructing recruiting-; and that the 
probable effect of his words • would be ""to ob- 
struct recruiting. And this is exactly the rea- 
soning that brought Sidney's head to the 
block, to the great Joy of Judge Jerries and 
many cf the rsost learned and respectable men 
and women of the times. And, by the way, if 
we follow the doctrine of constructive critnej 
to its source, ;,we find underlying it another 
doctrine, which was described in the House of 
Lords by Sir John Holland as the doctrine ot 
unlimited., unconditional, 
passive obedience. 


Of this doctrine, Sir John Holland said 109 
years ago: "The doctrine of unlimited, uncon-. 
ditinrial, passive obedience was first invented 
to support arbitrary and despotic power, and 
was not promoted or countenanced by any 
government that had not designs, some time 
or other, of making use of it" 
Does' our gov- 


ernment look forward t'o disturbed times when 
it will be obliged to make use of this doctrine 
in order to discipline its citizen* to a more re- 
flex obedience than now obtains? 


But what is the use of going into .the legal 


status of the Debs decMon? 
The Debt con- 


viction was not- sustained becauso Debs op- 
posed the war or obstructed recruiting, or even 
because he was a Socialist. It was sustained 
because Dobs is a dangerous agitator, who de- 
mands from the ruling classes of society a 
social order embodying a degree of justice 
which the ruling classes are' unwilling to con- 
cede, The fact that Debs happens to be a pa- 


• triot in the highest sense, a man of marvelous 


courage, unselfishness and purity of purpose,, 
may make many of us say the Supreme Court's 
decision is a great injustice, .as well as the 
class-coascious act of men shaken out of their 
customary discretion by the vibrations of war. 
But we will nrt get flnywhere^'py .Denouncing 
what was inevitable. Look -at .-the - situation. 
Every government in Europe that has not yet 
fallen is tottering. The working classes, are 
rising- They are striking in Wales for a 40- 
hour week, in Glasgow for. a 30-hour week 
and, if they don't get it, they will take over 
the mines or shops. British soldiers threaten 
to revolt, If the Allies do not raise the German 
blockade. 
Three-fifths of Europe is turning 


Bolshevik. Property everywhere in Europe is 
' digging:".in- for 'a last 'ditch stand. What -can" 
'-the Supreme'Court do?' Debs, too, is attack- 
ing property; he, too, is ahead of hii time. 
And society always punishes its advance guard 
more. severely than its delinquents, its proph- 
ets' more than its criminals. We know that it 
forever prefers Barabbai to -Christ, , 


The Supreme Court In the Uebs decision, as 


in its recent decisions against organized Jabor 
and - in favor of child labor, has simply ,been 
over-eager to protect the -old order. It has 
stretched a point to show that in war thnea 
and daw-war times it can do its bit. The 
very fact that the Supreme Court .could mpr« 
easily have decided the Debs caa« in favor of 
free speech and the other eases in favor of 
labor's right,to organize, and against.capital's 
invested privilege of exploiting small children, 
proves the Supreme Court's .sincerity,' its de-' 
votion.to the cause Jt represents.
